Leghorn, June 15. 


VERY Body has been agreeably furprized here, 
within thefe tew Days, to fee a French Birk enter 
into this Port, faluting the Flag of an Englifh Man of 
War, which returned the Salute. The Confel of Spain 
received, almoll at the fame Time, a Courier from 
Cheavari, with the News of the Emprefs-Queen’s hav- 
ing acceded to the Preliminaries, by which all Hoftili- 
ties are going to ceafe in Italy. It is not to be told how 
much Joy this has occafion’d in general, and to the 
Merchants of this City in particular. The 7 or 800 
Miquelets, who are come here from Naples, and who 
were defigned to be fent to Genoa, have received Of- 
ders to go to Barcelona. Since the raifing the Siege of 
Baftia, we learn, by a Veflel ju come from thence, 
that the lower ‘Vown, called Terra Vecchia, is entirely 
deftroyed by the Bullets from the Cannon and Bombs. 
They gave gicat Commendations of M. John Ange Spi- 
nola, who defended the Place, and who, wanting Am- 
munition, particularly Bullets, from the Beginning of 
the Siege, made ufe of the Lead of ‘the Canals, ahd 
other ‘Ihings of the like Kind, to fupply the Neceffity 
they were under.

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_ge@bled to gain much lef than the meancft of the 


Poor ; to whom, moreover, they are as inferior in 


Skill, as they are in Strength. Nor are Perfons of 
Condition in Diftrefs, from bedily Wants only 
more miferable, and mcre the Objects of Compat- 


fion, than the ordinary parochial Poor. How_ 


much more tender are the Senfations, which more 
refined and polifh’d Minds are capable of feeling ! 
What muft be their Senfe of that Contempt and 
Shame to which the moft fordid Degree of Poverty, 
however unjuftly, fubjeéts them! With what Ago- 
nies, what Heart-akes muft they behold thofe in- 
nocent, helplefs Babes, on whom they have en- 
tailed a. State of fuch exquifite Mifery ! 

There.is one Circumftance too, in which the 
Cafe of an impoverifh’d Gentlewoman muft feem 
moft remarkably deplorable Ssciety affords many 
Profeffions and Trades, to which Men may. apply 
themfelves, to procure a bare and common Sufte- 
nance at leaft; nay fome, by great Abilities and 
Indufiry, have, from the loweit Condition, rifen 
to great Profperity and Affluence: But ihe Fate of 
a Gentlewoman is much harder, Every Profefiion, 
and almoft every Vrade is fhut againft her, and 
fhe hath no Method of acquiring a Livelihood, but 
what is too fhocking to mention; and yet, fhock- 
ing as it is, many have, by abfolute Neceflity, 
been driven to it ; and thus the younger and band- 
fomer have been expofed to Vice and Shame, while 
others, without any poflible Refource, have been 
abandoned to Beggary, to Starving, to Goals, and 
to broken Hearts. 

Is it not therefore aftonifhing, that in a Nation 
where, befides many voluntary Charities, at leat 
two Millions in a Year are railed for the Support 
of: the loweft Poor, not one public Charity (except 
tothe Widows of Officers) fhould fubfift, in Be- 
half of the Obje€is I have here pointed out; and, 
indeed, very few Benefactions of a private Kind. 

What I have hitherto faid, may feem equally to 
affe&t the Cafe of all Gentlewomen and their Chil- 
dren in Diftrefs ; E now come toconfider more par~ 
ticularly the Widows and Children of the Clergy.
